Binding  on  every  Catholic  who  has  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  is  not  fawfully  ex- 
cused. 

All  the  week-days  of  Lent,  beginning  on  Ash-Wednesday.  The  Fridays  in  Advent  Emher- 
days,  four  times  a year,  viz:  the  Wednesdays,  Fridays  and  Saturdays:  l.  Next  after  the  first 
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Sunday  in  LemU:  2.  In  Whitmin-ioeek:  3.  Next  after  the  fourteenth  of  Septemher:  4.  Next 
after  tne  third  Sunday  of  Advent. . Also  the  following  Vigils:  June  12,  the  Vigil  of  Pentecost; 
August  14,  the  Vigil  of  the  Assumption;  October  31,  me  Vigil  of  all  Saints;  December  24,  the 
Vigil  of  Christmas. 

When  a feast  falls  on  Monday,  the  Vigil  is  kept  on  the  Saturday  previous 

In  some  dioceses,  the  Friday  of  the  Ember-Days  is  the  only  Friday  in  Advent  on  which 
there  is  an  obligation  to  fast. 

DAYS  OF  ABSTINENCE. 

On  which  flesh-meat  is  not  allowed. 

All  Fridays  in  the  year,  and  all  fasting-days  of  obligation,  excepting  those  on  which  the 
use  of  flesh-meat  is  exuressly  allowed  by  the  proper  authorities.  Soldiers  and  sailors  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  however,  are  exempted  from  the  rule  of  abstinence  all  through 
the  year,  excepting  upon  Ash- Wednesday;  upon  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  in  Holy 
WeeK;  and  upon  the  \ igils  of  the  Assumption  and  Christmas. 

The  solemnizing  of  marriages  is  forbidden  from  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent  until  after  the 
Epiphany,  and  from  the  beginning  of  Lent  until  the  Simday  after  Easter.

Newspapers,  Magazines  or  Periodicals,  to  any  point  in  the  United  States,  l cent  for 
each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Postage  to  Canada  and  British  American  States,,  on  letters,  2 cents  for  each  ounce  or  frac- 
tion thereof. 

Foreign  Fostaqe.— Letters  to  Europe,  5 cents  per  half  ounce;  Postal  Ocw’ds,  2 cents  each ; 
Newspdpers^  etc.,  1 cent  for  each  2 ounces. 

Postal  notes  for  any  sum  less  than  .15.00  can  be  bought  at  any  Post-Office  where  Money 
Orders  are  sold.  The  fee  is  3 cents,  and  the  note  is  payable  to  bearer  at  any  time  within 
three  months,  at  the  money-order  office  designated. 

Money  in  sums  not  exceeding  $100,  can  be  sent  with  safe^  through  the  principal  Post-offices 
of  the  United  States,  by  buying  P.  O.  Money-orders.

THE  SACRED  COLLEGE  OF  CARDINALS. 

The  Cardinals  are  the  supreme  council  or  senate  of  the  Church,  the  advisers  of  the 
Sovereign  Pontiff,  and  at  the  death  of  a Pope  elect  his  successor. 

There  are  three  orders  of  Cardinals,  (Jardinal-BislK^ps,  CardinalrPriests^  and  Cardinal- 
Deacf^ns;  but  these  orders  are  distinet  from  those  of  the  hierarchy;  it  often  happens  that 
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many  of  the  Cardinal  Priests  are  archbishops  or  bishops,  and  the  Cardinal  Deacons  are 
generally  priests.  The  Sacred  College,  when  full,  consists  of  70  members— 6 Cardinal 
Bishops,  whose  dioceses  a#  the  six  “Subimban  Sees”;  50  Cardinal  Priests,  whose  titles  are 
the  “Titular  Churches  ” of  which  they  are  appointed  superiors,  with  iiuisdiction  and  a right 
to  a tlirone,  etc.,  therein ; and  14  Cardinal  Deacons,  who  are  appointed  to  the  churches  caUed 
“deaconries.”  This  number,  however,  is  seldom  complete.

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JOHN  CARDINAL  McCLOSKEY.

John  McCloskey  was  born  March  lo,  i8io,  in  Brooklyn.  He 
studied  at  Mount  St.  Mary’s,  Emmettsburg,  and  subsequently  attended 
the  Gregorian  University,  or  Roman  College,  at  Rome,  where  he 
remained  two  years.  After  his  ordination,  and  return  to  America,  he 
was  appointed  President  of  Fordham  College — pastor  of  St.  Joseph’s 
Church,  New  York. 

In  1843  he  was  appointed  Coadjutor  to  Archbishop  Hughes,  the  first 
Archbishop  of  New  York.  In  1847  transferred  to  Albany,  as 

first  bishop  of  that  city.  On  the  death  of  that  distinguished  and  inde- 
fatigable prelate.  Archbishop  Hughes,  Bishop  McCloskey  was  trans- 
ferred to  New  York,  becoming  second  Archbishop  of  that  city. 

In  1875  made  a Cardinal  of  the  Church,  by  His  Holiness, 

Pope  Pius  the  IXth,  who  entertained  a special  love  for  America’s  first 
Cardinal. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  enumerate  all  the  good  accomplished  by 
the  great  and  unobtrusive  Cardinal.  He  accomplished  what  he  did  with- 
put  ostentatious  or  intentional  display.  His  heart  and  mind  were  in  his 
work.  His  lasting  monument  will  be  St.  Patrick’s  Cathedral  in  the 
city  of  New  York.  Full  of  years  and  good  works,  universally  revered 
by  persons  of  all  nationalities  and  religions,  fortified  by  the  Sacraments 
of  the  Church,  of  which  he  was  the  most  obedient  and  distinguished 
subject  and  prince  in  the  New  World,  he  passed  to  his  eternal  reward, 
Oct.  10,  1885.

SECOND  BISHOP  OF  GREEN  BAY,  WIS. 

Died  December  ijth,  18%^. 

Rt.  Rev.  F.  X.  Krautbauer  was  born  in  the  parish  of  Bruck, 
near  Ratisbon,  Bavaria,  January  12th,  1824.  He  made  his  studies  in 
Ratisbon,  and  at  the  University  of  Munich,  returning  to  the  Seminary 
at  Ratisbon,  and  being  ordained  July  i6th,  1850.  He  came  at  once  to 
America,  his  first  charge  being  SS.  Peter  and  Paul’s,  Rochester,  N.  Y. 
In  1858  he  became  Vicar  General  of  the  Diocese,  which  post  he  retained 
for  one  year,  relinguishing  it  for  the  purpose  of  accepting  the  chaplaincy 
of  the  Convent  of  Notre  Dame  in  Milwaukee.  He  was  appointed  Bishop 
of  Green  Bay  in  February,  1875,  consecrated  June  29th  of  the  same 
year. 

The  late  Bishop  was  a man  of  great  public  spirit,  singularly  pure 
in  character  and  of  natural  fine  sensibilities.  His  mental  and  moral 
endowments,  of  which  he  was  so  richly  possessed,  made  him  esteemed 
and  revered  even  aside  of  from  the  sacred  office  to  which  the  church 
appointed  him.  •

The  Diocese  of  Pittsburg^  erected  I8l8y  comprises  that  part  of  Allegheny  County  north  of  the 
Ohio  and  south  of  the  Ohio  and  Allegheny  Hvers^  together  with  Latoreuce^  Beaver.,  Washing- 
ton^ Greene,  Fayette  and  Somerset  Counties,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Diocese  of  Allegheny,  erected  Jan.  11, 1S67,  reunited  to  Pittsburgh  Aug.  3,  .1877,  comprises 
that  part  of  Allegheny  County  w/rth  of  the  Allegheny  river,  together  with  Butler,  Armstrong, 
Indiana,  Westmoreland,  Cambria,  Blair,  Huntingdon,  and  Bedford  Counties,  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania.

Established  March,  1870. 

Comprises  East,  Middle,  and  Smith  Florida. 

Florida,  east  of  the  Appalachicola  River,  was  erected  by  Pope  Pius  IX.  into  a Vicarate- Apost- 
olic in  the  year  1857,  and  in  1870  into  the  Diocese  of  St.  Augustine.

CHURCHES  AND  CLERGY. 

City  of  St.  Augustine,  Cathedral  of  St.  Augustine,  Rev.  P.  J.  Lynch,  rector.  The  congregation 
of  St.  Augustine  is  by  far  the  oldest  in  the  land,  though  it  has  had  many  vicissitudes  in 
consequence  of  frequent  changes  of  flag.  The  first  colonists  came  from  Spain  in  1565,  more 
than  half  a century  before  the  Pilgrims  landed  on  Plymouth.  The  Church  of  St.  Augiistine 
was  fully  organized  at  that  early  period,  and  it  is  the  unique  privilege  of  that  church  to  have 
a full  set  of  church  records  of  baptisms,  marriages,  etc.,  from  the  year  1594,  in  a perfect  state 
• of  preservation.  These  records  are  now  in  the  city  of  Ha van;L  where  they  were  carried  in 
1763,  at  the  flrst  change  of  flag  which  made  Florida  pass  under  English  rule.  The  iK)pulation 
was  originally  al^ether  Catholic,  and  it  has  continued  to  have  a largely  preponderating 
number  of  Catholics  to  the  present  day. 

Chapel  of  our  Lady  of  Milk,  fonnerly  Nuestra  Sra.  de  la  Leche,  half  a mile  north  of  St.  Augus- 
tine. The  site  of  this  chapel  has  lately  been  discovered  and  a new  building  erected  on  the 
old  foundations.  The  spot  is  hallowed  from  the  fact  that  a missionary  priest,  the  Franciscan 
Friar  Father  Bias  Rodriguez  de  Montes,  two  hundred  and  eighty  years  ago  (in  1597)  was  put 
' to  death  there  by  the  Indians,  from  whom  he  asked  and  obtained  perimssion  to  say  Mass, 
which  they  attended  in  silence,  and  at  the  end  of  which  they  massacred  him.  There  was  on 
that  spot,  in  the  time  of  the  old  Spaniards,  an  oratory  dedicated  to  Our  Blessed  Lady.  The 
chapel  perished  during  the  political  struggles  of  Florida;  it  was  restored  some  years  ago  by 
Bishop  VeroL  but  was  blown  down  in  a gale  of  wind.

The  need  of  a Catholic  University  in  this  country  is  now  so  generally 
admitted  that  arguments  in  favor  of  such  an  institution  are  no  longer 
required.  The  decree  of  the  late  Baltimore  Council,  and  the  letter  of 
approval  of  our  Holy  Father  Leo  XIII.,  to  the  University  Board,  are 
sufficient  evidence  of  the  urgent  importance  of  the  enterprise.  Washing- 
ton City  has  been  chosen  as  the  site  of  the  University,  and  the  ground  on 
which  the  buildings  are  to  be  erected  has  been  bought.  About  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  three  hundred  thousand  given 
by  Miss  Caldwell,  have  been  subscribed.  The  Board,  however,  does  not 
think  it  prudent  to  begin  work  until  it  has  received  from  responsible  parties, 
written  promises  to  contribute  enough  to  make  the  sum  total  of  at  least 
$800,000,  which  amount  will  be  required  to  erect  the  buildings  and  endow 
the  chairs  of  the  faculties  of  philosophy  and  theology.  Four  members  of 
the  Board  have  been  delegated  to  solicit  subscriptions,  but  there  must  be  a 
great  number  of  persons  who  feel  such  interest  in  the  work  as  to  make 
them  willing  to  lend  aid,  whom  the  solicitors  will,  from  one  cause  or 
another,  be  unable  to  reach,  and  hence  it  is  thought  proper  to  bring  the 
subject  to  their  attention  through  the  means  of  this  circular.  As  the  Uni- 
versity will  open  with  the  faculties  of  philosophy  and  theology,  which  are 
specially  intended  for  the  higher  education  of  the  priesthood,  great  con- 
fidence is  felt  that  the  priests,  who  are  not  only  most  zealous  for  the  progress 
of  religion,  but  who  take  special  interest  in  the  advancement  of  the 
ecclesiastical  body  in  learning  and  influence,  whereby  the  cause  of  Christ 
may  be  best  promoted,  will  show  a generous  willingness  to  co-operate  with 
the  Board  to  secure  the  funds  needed  to  place  the  University  upon  a sound 
financial  basis.  Not  many  of  them  may  be  able  to  contribute  themselves, 
but  they  will  no  doubt  find  among  their  parishioners  a few  men  of  means 
and  enlightened  Catholic  sympathies,  who  can  be  induced  to  subscribe  if 
not  a large  amount,  at  least  something.  This  indeed  seems  to  be  the  only 
way  in  which  the  University  can  be  made  to  do  the  work  which  it  ought  do, 
for  a national  institution  of  this  kind  to  be  truly  efficient,  must  have  the 
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active  support  of  those  who  make  Catholic  public  opinion,  and  it  is  only  by 
taking  part  in  the  work  that  eftective  and  helpful  sympathy  will  be  created. 
Apathy  would  lead  to  the  inference  that  the  want  of  a University  is  not  felt, 


and  indeed,  it  were  vain,  though  millions  of  money  were  placed  at  our  com- 
mand, to  attempt  to  create  a great  center  of  learning,  if  our  people  are  not 
persuaded  that  the  best  education  ought  to  be  given  to  at  least  a certain 
number  of  our  Catholics,  whether  priests  or  laymen.  The  money  which  is 
now  solicited  will  not  be  needed  until  the  building  will  have  been  erected, 
for  which  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  ; but  in  order 
that  the  work  may  be  begun  without  delay,  the  written  promises  of 
responsible  parties  should  be  given  before  the  end  of  April  next,  when  the 
Board  meets  again.  If  at  that  time  enough  has  not  been  promised  to  make 
up  the  sum  of  $800,000,  it  will  be  necessary  to  wait  another  year  before 
beginning  to  build;  and  there  is  danger  in  delay.  If,  however,  each  Priest 
will  take  hold  of  the  matter  in  his  own  parish,  there  <jan  be  little  doubt  of 
the  result.  Though  the  subscription  of  each  one  should  be  only  $50  or  $100,  it 
will  not  only  be  so  much  pecuniary  assistance,  but  the  good  will  and  active 
sympathy  of  many  Catholics  will  have  been  won  to  the  cause  of  University 
education. 

We  therefore  respectfully  and  earnestly  solicit  all  who  have  at  heart  the 
progress  of  religion  in  this  country,  and  the  success  of  the  University,  which 
will  become  a potent  agency  in  every  Catholic  enterprise,  to  contribute,  or 
obtain  contributions  to  this  great  work.

CARDINAL  GIBBONS. 


His  Eminence,  James  Cardinal  Gibbons,  the  second  American  Cais 
dinal,  was  born  in  Baltimore,  July  23d,  1834.  During  his  younger  years  he 
studied  in  Ireland,  and  on  his  return  entered  St.  Charles’  College,  Howard 
Co.,  Md.  From  St.  Charles  he  went  to  the  Seminary  of  St.  Sulpice  and  St, 
Mary’s  University,  to  prepare  for  the  priesthood;  he  was  ordained  on  June 
30th,  1861,  so  that  on  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  his  ordination,  he  will 
celebrate  his  elevation  to  the  Cardinalate.  In  1868,  Cardinal  Gibbons  was 
appointed  Vicar  Apostolic  of  North  Carolina;  in  1872,  he  was  transferred, 
and  made  Bishop  of  Richmond.  In  1877,  he  was  appointed  Coadjutor  to 
Archbishop  Bayley,  and  on  October  3d,  of  the  same  year,  he  became  Arch- 
bishop of  Baltimore.  Before  the  convening  of  the  Third  Plenary  Council 
of  Baltimore,  he  was  appointed  Apostolic  Delegate  to  preside  over  the 
Council.  On  June  7,  Cardinal  Gibbons  was  proclaimed  a Cardinal  Bishop 
of  the  Holy  Roman  Church,  and  on  the  30th  of  the  same  month  will  receive 
the  insignia  of  that  dignity.  Cardinal  Gibbons  is  yet  in  the  prime  of  life  a 
spare  benignant  looking  prelate  universally  revered.  He  is  the  author  of  the 
“Faith  of  Our  Fathers,”  which  has  been  the  most  popular  controversial 
work  published  in  America.  America’s  second  Cardinal  has  hosts  of  friends 
throughout  the  United  States  and  it  is  their  fervent  wish  that  he  may  be  long 
spared  to  the  Catholic  Church,  of  which  he  is  a so  distinguished  prelate. 
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RT.  REV.  THOMAS  F.  HENDRICKEN,  D.D. 

FIRST  BISHOP  OF  PROVIDENCE,  R.  I. 

Bishop  Hendrickbn  was  a native  of  the  Green  Isle,  and  was 
bom  in  Kilkenny,  May  5th,  1827.— He  studied  at  Maynooth,  and 
immediately  after  his  ordination  came  to  America,  going  first  to 
Providence,  of  which  he  was  destined  to  become  the  first  Bishop. 
Subsequently  he  went  to  Waterbury,  Conn.,  where  he  labored  zeal- 
ously for  eighteen  years.— He  was  consecrated  first  Bishop  of  Prov- 
idence on  April  28th,  1872. — He  died  in  that  place  universally 
regretted  on  June  11th,  1886.

B18HOP  Curtis  was  born  in  Somerset  Co.,  011  the  Eastern  shore  of 
Md.  He  was  made  Deacon  in  the  Episcopal  Church  by  Bishop  Whitting- 
ham  in  1856;  in  1858  he  was  made  Presbyter.  He  remained  on  the 
Eastern  shore  of  Md.  until  towards  the  end  of  1859,  when  he  took  a 
charge  in  Frederick  Co.,  Md.  He  was  afterwards  an  assistant  at  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Baltimore,  for  2 years.  Then  sent  to  Chestertown,  Md. 
where  he  remained  less  than  one  year.  He  came  back  to  Baltimore 
where  he  remained  at  Mt.  Calvary  Church  imtil  Christmas,  1871.  He  then 
gave  up  his  charge  and  in  February,  1872,  went  abroad.  He  was  received 
into  the  Church  by  Dr.,  now  Cardinal  Newman,  on  April  18th,  1872.  In 
September,  1872,  he  entered  St.  Mary’s  Seminary,  Baltimore.  He  was 
ordained  Priest  at  the  Cathedral,  Baltimore,  at  Christmas  ordination,  1874  ; 
was  then  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Baltimore. 
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Rt.  Rev.  Frederick  katzer,  D.  D. 


Rt.  Rev.  Frederick  Katzer,  the  new  Bishop  of  Green  Bay,  whose 
consecration  will  take  place  on  September  21st,  in  the  Cathedral  of  that 
city,  was  bom  on  February  7th,  1844,  at  Ebensee,  Diocese  of  Linz,  Austria, 
finished  his  classical  and  philosophical  course  of  studies  in  the  celebrated 
Jesuit  Gymnasium,  on  the  Freienberg,  near  Linz,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty 
came  to  America  (May  19th,  1864).  to  devote  himself  to  Missionary  work. 
He  entered  the  Salesianum  at  St.  Francis,  near  Milwaukee,  where  he  com- 
pleted his  theological  studies,  and  on  December  21st,  1866,  was  ordained  for 
the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee.  Having  been  appointed  one  of  the  faculty  of 
the  Seminary,  he  remained  there  for  nine  years  ; first  as  professor  of  mathe- 
matics, then  of  philosophy,  and  finally  of  dogmatic  theology.  When,  after 
the  death  of  the  late  Bishop  Melcher,  the  Rt.  Rev.  F.  X.  Krautbauer,  D.  D. 
had  in  June,  1875,  been  consecrated  Bishop  of  Green  Bay,  he  made  Father 
Katzer  his  Secretary,  and  in  1878,  his  Vicar  General— much  to  the  regret  of 
the  students  of  St.  Francis  Seminary,  by  whom  Father  Katzer  was  univer- 
sally esteemed  and  beloved,  and  who  where  loth  to  lose  him.  In  his  new 
position  Father  Katzer  proved  the  same  faithful,  zealous  and  efficient  work- 
er he  had  been  in  the  Salesianum,  and  the  Bishop’s  right  hand,  in  the  by  no 
means  easy  administration  of  that  “polyglot”  Diocese.  After  the  sudden 
death  of  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Krautbauer,  in  December,  1885,  it  was  in  compli- 
ance with  the  deceased  prelate’s  expressed  wish  that  Father  Katzer  was 
appointed  Diocesan  Administrator,  and  no  abler  nor  worthier  man  could  be 
found  for  the  episcopal  See  of  Green  Bay  than  he  whom  His  Holiness, 
Leo  Xni,  has  since  then  seen  fit  to  place  at  the  head  of  that  Diocese.
